The conversion of non-Cath- 
olics in the United States is 
the particular responsibility of 
Catholic Americans as they 
help fulfill the universal man- 
date which Christ laid upon the 
entire Church. It is a formid- 
able task, but it is God’s will, 
and the fulfillment of God’s 
will is the positive motive of 
the apostolate. 

The apostolate of good will 
takes on special motivation and 
direction because of certain 


negative considerations. There 


are many obstacles, many spe- 
cial obstacles in the way of 
promoting the religious unity 
which God Himself desires. The 
night before He died Christ 
prayed for His Apostles and for 
the embryo Church already 
gathered about them. 


To His prayer for His priests 
and His people He added an- 
other no less fervent prayer.

Numerous Attacks 


On my desk one morning last 
week I had press clippings and 
pamphlets gathered from less 
than one week’s mail, all at- 
tacks on the Church made by 
speakers, many of them clergy- 
men of their several denomin- 


ations, in the New England 
states alone. The number of 
such attacks has been “stepped 
up” enormously in the past two 


years. So has their passion. 
So has the publicity given 
them. 


They reflect considerable bad 
information and not a little bad 
reasoning. But these are not 
the factors which disturb us. 
Bad information can be correct- 
ed by accurate information — 
and hence the very real service 
which the Paulist Fathers are 
doing in their Catholic Infor- 
mation advertisements. The 
fallacies of bad reasoning can 
be pointed out and, in the ab- 
sence of emotional or moral 
distortions, healthy minds can

be brought to acknowledge 
mistakes in judgment. 
Wherefore I submit that our 
skilled instruction and our 
trained techniques both in 
spreading the faith and in de- 
fending the faith will not get 
us very far unless we analyze 
more profoundly the ultimate 
sources of bad will against the 
Church and take seriously; very 
seriously, the word of Jesus 
Christ: “This kind can only be 
cast out by prayer and fasting!” 
Much as I commend the In- 
formation Centers and _ the 
techniques which are so care- 
fully worked out for convert- 
making, I place my confidence, 
as. do others, in such spiritual 
programs as the Holy Hours for 
Conversions and other devo- 
tions which give prayer and 
grace a chance to work in dis- 
pelling bad will. It may be 
that we reason a little too much 
and argue a little too long and 
explain a. little too minutely. 
Maybe the reasoning yields so 
few results and the argument 
comes to so unfruitful an end 
and the explanations don't

Sin is 
mighty, but there is one thing sin cannot do, and that is to 
make Christ cease to love us. His Love is not the echo of our 
love: we do not first say “I love you,” and then hear Him ap 
swer “I love you too.” Rather, our love is the echo to His Love: 
our love is a response to His Love. He loved us first. True, 
the more we sin, the less we can believe in God’s love: but 
the more we sin, the more convincing does He make His love 
to us—even in making our soul unhappy until we thrust our- 
selves back again into His embrace.

17 will come the culmination of 
the Eucharistic Year, which open- 
ed in Brazil on July 18, 1954. On 


sons assembled in the huge Mara- 
cana Stadium to observe the Holy 
Hour which officially opened the 
year of preparation. Since then the 
nation has been united behind ef- 
forts to prepare for what may be 
the largest Congress in history. 
The dates of the Congress are July 
17 through 24. 


The theme of this Congress is 
“Christ the Redeemer and His 
Eucharistic Kingdom.” It has 
been subdivided: into four parts: 
“The Eucharistic Kingdom of 
Christ and the Church; The Indi- 
vidual in the Eucharistic Kingdom 
of Christ the Redeemer; The Fam- 
ily in the Eucharistic Kingdom of 
Christ; and Human Society in the 
Eucharistic Kingdom of Christ. 


The Eucharistic devotion of the 
Brazilian people has always .been 
notable, but in 1926 the Euchar- 
‘istic movement took a great stride 
forward. Since May 3, 1926, there 
has been uninterrupted adoration 
of the Blessed Sacrament at the 
National Sanctuary of the Sacred 
Heart in Rio de Janeiro. Women 
participate in the daytime devo- 
tion, while the men conduct the 
night vigil. The Eucharistic move- 
ment has spread to a number of 
other Brazilian cities. 


Foreign. groups within the city 
of Rio are preparing to offer 
lodging to their compatriots where 
hotel spate is insufficient. At 
least 800,000 Brazilians are ex- 
pected to arrive from other parts 
of the nation to participate in the 
Congress. Floating hotels, schools, 
clubs, and government buildings 
will furnish additional housing.

‘THE eight letters in that perfect sentence—I love you—alter 

the life of the one who says it and the one who listens for 
it. Every person hungers to love and to be loved. God said: “It 
is not good for man to be alone.” God is Love and He is the 


Author of all human love. 


How can one know that a love is genuine and strong 


enough to endure until death? 
Scripture, in describing the enor- 
mous cost of married love, shows 
that the two persons must re-order 
their life toward each other and 
toward everyone else. “For this 
cause will a man leave father and 
mother and cleave to his wife and 
these two shall be/One flesh.” “To 
leave father and mother” means 
much more than moving out of the 
parental home. Can you escape the 
inference: that you must leave 
everything that interferes with 


married life and duty? After mar-| 


riage can a man (who is not a 
professional athlete) spend as 
much time on sports as he did be- 
fore?: Or what is one to think of 
the young wife who wants to com- 
plete some project from her days 
as a single person before she will 
embrace family responsibilities? 

By way of testing the basis of 
married love, an example may be 
enlightening. Mining operations in 
the United States are limited to 
a fraction of the places where de- 
osits of minerals are known to 
e. The men who make the deci- 
sion to sink the mine (and the 
great sums of money which it re- 
quires) look for something called 
“proved reserves.” They are real- 
ists about their business and they 
want a guarantee that the return 
from their operation will warrant 
the investment. Since persons may 
have a number of experiences 
which look like love, those who 
think they are in love are prudent 
to make a similar surve” of their 
resources, of their “proven re- 
serves.” 


The Basis Of Love 


(1) The couple must establish 
the basis of their love: what do 
they have in common. How do their

(2) The second test which love 
must pass is provided by the 
Church. “It is most fitting that you 
rest the security of your wedded 
life upon the great principle of 
self sacrifice.” Marriage means 
making someone else the center 
of your life and you can have 
little idea of how hard it is until 
you have done it, and done it as 
a couple. “Unconditional surren- 
der” is quite honorable for a wed- 
ded couple since it is the only way 
of achieving true oneness. When 
one loves enough he stops being 
self-centered. Generosity, not no- 
velty, is what makes two persons 
so happy in their first days and 
weeks together. 

Sacrifice is essential for the suc- 
cess of the marriage because it is 
so easy to o the words which 
promise the gift of the self and so 
hard to keep that promise. In ac- 
tion love is harsh and dreadful 
compared with love in dreams. 
Everyone marries a person who 
must be loved according to indi- 
vidual needs. A woman needs as- 
surance, affection, and acceptance. 
When this is called to her hus- 
band’s attention, he may reject the 
whole program curtly: “I don't go 
for that.” Thus with five words he 
cancels out the three words with 
which he pledged his life-long love 
in the beginning. In_ contrast, 
there is the experience of Coven- 
try Patmore who could write: 
“Thank God! 


Treasure.” 

One of love’s clearest and most 
unmistakable signs is that it drives 
the two persons to a realization of 
what they are. True love is en- 
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I did not wait for} 
Death to show me the value of my 


nobling since it moves the couple 
to the greatest heights of virtue. 
“What we all most need is the one 
who can liberate within us that 
lifelong prisoner whose doom it 
is to remain a captive until another 
sets it free — our best. For we 
can never set our best free by our 
own hands; that must always be 
done by another.” In a chaste 
courtship young people will speak 
with gratitude and with awe of 
the good effect in their life from 
the other person. Now they find 


firm foundations under their cas- 
tles-in-the-air. Such men will admit 
how” easy their true friend has 
made the practice of chastity. Wo- 
men will reveal both gratitude and 
humility because of the worth of 
this man. 


The man and woman have a 
great longing to share their life 
since they know that they have 
much in common. During the many 
months of their association they 
have been making mutual and cre- 
ative sacrifices, and they have been 
better persons because of them. 
Now they know that they can move 
with assurance toward the altar for 
they have discovered “proved re- 
serves.” Given the unpredictable 
nature of human beings, the as- 
surance will never be infallible. 
But they have good and sufficient

‘great grace of Matrimony to insure 
the life in common which is Chris- 
tian marriage. When a couple like 
this say — I Love You — earth 
and Heaven know it is a strong

ideals desirable and they try to fit. 


The wife takes a sub view 
of the neighborh e interests 
of the family dominate her think- 
ing about the community, An 
everyday example will serve to il- 
lustrate. If the children are ac- 
cused in some neighborhood shen- 
anigans, the mother, incensed, will 
rise immediately to the defense of 
her offspring. Returning from his 
day’s work, the husband hears 
about the trouble and is inclined 
to feel there may be some truth in 
the accusation. More inclined to 
objective analysis, he tends to 
place the interests of the commun- 
ity above that of his family. 


These are only two of the ways 
in which the community affects 
the life of the family; there are 
many others. Evidence of the im- 
portance attached to this influence 
is modern education’s stress on 
“preparing the child for life” in 
the community. Both home and. 
school think and act in terms of 
adapting the child to his environ- 
ment. So that he will make a 
proper “adjustment” when the 
time comes, the community and 
its institutions are carefully ex- 
plained to him, and there is much 
ado about instrueting him in pro- 
per attitudes and behavior. 


But nobody thinks and acts in 
terms of adapting the _ environ- 
ment to the child. The environ- 
ment is accepted as it is. Since 
the community’s influence is so 
important on ehild and on fam- 
ily, it is important that we try 
to.make it the kind of commun- 
ity which will help, rather than 
hinder, the proper development 
of both. We must be prepared to 
remake the community along 
Christian lines. 


To accomplish this, the family 
must go into the environment— 
not to accept it as we find it, but 
to know it intimately, to cooperate 
with other families on a neighbor- 
hood basis to provide the kind of 
family attitudes, activities and so- 
cial life that will insure a genuine 
community life. 

To make genuine community

Since it is the duty of a city

fluoride, and understandably so. 
Fluorides are poison inh sufficient- 
ly large doses. The average lay- 
man, however, does not understand 
that anything we eat, drink, or 
breathe, is harmful in sufficiently 
large doses. What is poisonous in 
large doses may even be essential 
for life in small doses. You can 
damage your health with too much 
oxygen or too much iodide or too 
much Vitamin A or even too much 
water itself. To get enough fluor- 
ide from ee fluoridated wa- 
ter to give yourself a stomach ache, 
you would have to drink 125 
quarts at one sitting. But. if you 
set out to drink 125 quarts of wa- 
ter, you would get a stomach ache 
from the volume of the water long 
before you got even a fraction of 
the 125 quarts down. So the water 
is really more “poisonous” than 


the fluoride that’s in it. If you are). 


not afraid of water, you need have 
no fear of water containing one 
part per ‘million of fluoride. Not 
a single person has even been 
found harmed by drinking it.

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Saw Horse 
NORBERT ENGELS 


VERY home should have a saw 
horse instead of using the 
kitchen chairs or. dining room 
table for rough work. A well-made 
saw horse of the right design can 
even take the place of a work- 
bench. 

Here is the handiest one I have 
ever used. It combines a large flat 
working surface with a shelf for 
all the tools needed for a particu- 
lar job. A pair of them are ideal 
for sawing long boards, building, 
repairing, and painting screen 
doors and windows, upholstering 
and other similar work. They can 
be stacked when not in use, and 
take up little space in the work- 
shop or garage. Also, they are 
light and portable.. 

Use a 2x8 white pine plank, 
bought in a used lumber yard, for 
the tep. Cut the legs out of scrap 
wood and nail them into angled 
recesses cut into the edges of the 
plank as shown in Fig. 2. The shelf 
is nailed through the legs and its 
edges are faced with a lath. (Fig. 
1), A poe of plywood or other 
material is scribed to fit each end 
and is nailed to legs and shelf ends 
(Fig. 3). A second set of support- 
ing plates may also be fitted in- 
side the legs as shown in Fig. 1, 
but these are not strictly neces- 
Sary.

Friendship is the basis. Friend- 
ship for the new worker, for the 
girl with the bad companion or 
the one with the peroxide hair. 
You have to be a friend to the fat 
girl, the skinny girl, the girl with 
no. friends, the sloppy girl, the 
Mexican, the Negro, the Puerto 
Rican. Each one of them we come 
to know, love and serve, because 
each one is Christ. 

What effect does their work- 
life have on the young employee? 
Quitting time is the big release, 
since the work gives so little sat- 
isfaction. The girls and fellows 
go over to the tavern every night 
after work. Some go on a regular 
weekend binge and are still half- 
drunk when they come to work on 
Monday morning. 

Being all mixed up, single girls 
go out with married men. Eight 
girls rented a cottage for their 
vacation. After a couple of days 
there were sO many guys around 
and so much drinking that the 
landlord called the police and 
threw them out. 

The girls said: “All we wanted 
was to have a good time.” What 
are we to think of the un-wed 
mothers in the plant, or the mar- 
ried guys who try to get rid of 
their unborn’ children? How 
about the homosexuals (the girls 
call them “queers’’)? 

Remember, these are supposed 
to be good girls. Many are Cath- 
olic girls, girls with a Catholic 
education. What influences have 
made such a change in them as 
they grew up and went to work? 
Is it the fault of their work en- 
vironment, their recreational life, 
their homes, or all three? 

Some of these problems have 
to do with temporal or. material 
things, some are mainly spiritual, 
and all of them have a lot to do 
with the long-run spiritual con- 
dition of these working girls. 

We don’t want these young work- 


ers to be lost in the 20th century, 
as sO Many were lost in the 19th.

A student at a preparatory semi- 
nary had this interesting bit of 
evidence: 

“IT do not believe that teen agers 
as a whole appreciate classical 
music . . . To verify this, I have 
a fairly good piece of evidence to 
offer. I select music used for the 
intermissions at speech class in our 
school .. . and I find that the ma- 
jority of the class objects to classi- 
cal music ... I also find among my 
friends and acquaintances, classi- 


OSV Survey Would Seem To Indicate... 
Most Teenagers Lack Musical Taste

The young lady, with all the ex- 
uberance of youth, seems to have 
forgotten the natural laws of 
growth and development. Some’ 
day she will be “old people,” and 
what will she do? She must be in- 
formed that in very few cases did 
these “old people” cultivate. their 
taste for good music. at an ad- 
vanced age. They started early. We 
can’t help but feel sorry for the 
little lady because she is in for 


tasteless and very lonely later 
years. 

With the schools, parents must 
share in this lack of musical 


knowledge. Did this seemingly Am- 
erican trend away from classical 
musi¢ start with their generation? 
The parents are the first educators 
and any fondness for good music 
should be cultivated by them. 


“Your Record Review is an} 
O. K. column but we. teenag- 
ers like dreamy music as well 
as bop. Please ‘try to vunder- 
stand this.” 


“We teenagers have deep feel- 
ings and can get more from our 
pop tunes.” 


“My taste in music definitely 
runs in a popular vein; a little 
semi-classical when in the mood.” 

These references to moods and 
dreams are very frightening. Just 
what do teenagers listen for in 
popular songs? Do they enjoy the 
songs for the rhythms and melodic 
line. or are they influenced by the 
lyrics? The teenagers are begin- 
ning to wonder, also. 


“T think it would be nice if a 
priest or some well-informed per- 


cal music is severely condemned 
as being ‘old-fashioned’ or ‘long 
hair.’ ” 

The distaff side had very little 
fondness for classical music, ex- 
cept in one instance. The young 
lady was supported by a young 
gentleman in her opinion.that they 
might not be wholly to blame. 

The young lady: “My reason for 
not liking classical music very 
much is because I’ve had no op- 
portunity to learn its real mean- 
ing.” 

The young man: “I think that 
many teenagers like myself have a 
deep respect and love for music 
and the other serious arts, and I 
think that many more would if 
they were introduced to it.” 

What do our elementary and 
secondary schools have to say to 
that? They should compare the 
following comment with the afore- 
‘going ones and then decide what 
their line of action should be.

The record: companies exist to 
make money. The records on the 
best-seller list make money. They 
are indifferent to the records’ mor-

Fundamental principles of co-operative action 
include: 


1) Limited returns on capital, giving every in- 
vestor in the organization a just and sure return 
but still stifling greed or speculation; 2) Democratic 
control, whereby each member, regardless of the 
size of his investment, has but one vote and the 
right to say as much as any other member: this 
factor above all demands education before any 
co-operative movement be finally launched, as a 
clique can control a co-op as well as a corporation, 
if there is not an enlightened membership; 3) Open 
membership, with anyone having the common bond 
of fundamental requirements eligible to participate, 
regardless of race, religion or politics. 

In co-operatives, too, there be: a) cash trading 
only, no credit business; b) prevailing prices, not 
underselling other businesses; c) reserves, as a pro- 
tection against risk; d) funds for promotional and 
educational work. 

Conducted in a Christian spirit, co-operatives 
will be valuable schools for training in resource- 
fulness, mutual helpfulness, justice and charity. 
Catholic rural life will be strengthened under a 
system of co-operatives conducted in accordance 
with well-tried principles and inspired by ideals of 
justice and charity. 

Let a practical, level-headed approach lay the 
groundwork for establishing any kind of co-opera- 
tive enterprise. A general survey of the commun- 
ity should be conducted to show the following: 1) 
an economic need for the asociation; 2) sufficient 
volume of business for efficient operation; 3) pro- 
ducers capable of financing the operation; 4) a 
competent manager. 


It ‘seems then, that “All in all, the co-operative 
system is well adapted to the great purpose to 
which our Holy Father had dedicated the Encycli- 
eal, Quadragesimo Anno, the reconstruction of so- 
ciety through the deproletarization of the masses.

Rubric Regulations Seen To Have 


Little Effect On Prayers Of Laity

The new regulations of the Sac- 
red Congregation of Rites affect 
principally priests and _ others 
obliged to recite the Roman Bre- 
viary every day. They have no 
effect whatever on the Little Of- 
fice of the Blessed Virgin, which 
a of the laity recite frequent- 
y 


The laity in general will notice 
very little change resulting from 
the new decree. 


Sensational stories carried in 
some secular newspapers to the 
effect that the new regulations 
would shorten the time needed 
for the celebration of Holy Mass 
by about ten minutes are shown 
to be ridiculous from an exam- 
ination of the text itself. The 
new regulations were promul- 
gated, according to the decree, 
to remedy the _ situation in 
which “today’s priests, especial- 
ly those who have the care of 
souls, are burdened daily by 
various and new duties of the 
apostolate in such a way that 
they can hardly attend to the 
recitation of the Divine Office 
with the proper tranquility of 
mind.” The decree ameliorates 


the situation by making the rub- 
rics of the breviary (and to some 
minor extent of the Roman Mis- 
sal) less cumbersome. 


All of the changes made can be 
carried into effect while the brevi- 
aries and missals now in use are 
still being employed. 

Actually the Congregation of 
Rites warns publishers of liturgi- 
cal books to make no innovations 
whatsoever in editions of the brev- 
lary and of the missal which they 
may be zZoing to prepare. It in- 
sists that, until some contrary dis- 
position is made, the new rules 
are to be carried out while the 
liturgical books, as they now 
stand, are still being used. The 
general tendency of the new legis- 
lation is to take away many of the 
mechanical difficulties that work 
to distract the priest in saying his 
breviary and to detract from the 
prayerful quality of his recitetion 
of the Divine Office. 


Furthermore, the new regula- 
tions bring the priest closer to 
the liturgical ideal of reciting 
the hundred and fifty Psalms of 
the Psalter each week. They are 
so calculated as to help the

Thus the ultimate effect of these 
new ordinances is not to make the 
saying of Mass and the recitation 
of the Divine Office any easier, 
but rather to enable the priest to 
pray with greater zeal and fervor. 


The most radical features in the 
new regulations are the following: 


1) The abolition of the rank and 
the rite of the Semidouble, under 
which almost one hundred of the 
liturgical days of the year have 
hitherto been classified. The so- 
called Semi-Double was a liturgi- 
cal day on which there were, as in 
the so-called “Doubles,” nine les- 
sons in the hour of Matins, but in 
which the Antiphons of the Psalms 
were not “doubled,” but rather 
treated as they are on the liturgi- 
cal days known as “simples.” 


2) The suppression of all Oc- 
taves, other than those of Christ- 
mas, Easter, and Pentecost. That 
will mean the disappearance of 
such Octaves as those of the Epi- 
phany, the Ascension, Corpus 
Christi, the Sacred Heart, the Sol- 
emnity of St. Joseph, the Immacu- 
late Conception, the Assumption, 
and All Saints, to mention a few. 
In the final analysis, this will 
prove quite heneficial, since the 
multiplicity of these Octaves tend- 
ed to detract from the common 
course of the annual liturgy. 


3) The concentration of the es- 
sentials of the Divine Office, mani- 
fested in the abolition of the pray- 
ers which have hitherto preceded 
the beginning of individual hours 
of the Breviary, the abolition of 
the preces dominicales, the reduc- 
tion of the obligation for the say-

AN ESTIMATED 40,000 persons 
in the battle zone are homeless. 
Many Catholics are among them. 


It is unknown how many Cath- 
olics are among the dead and 
wounded. Father Nguyen Huy 
Moi, rector of the Pius XII Jun- 
ior Seminary of Hanoi, was hit 
by mortar fragments. His condi- 
tion is serious. The entire semin- 
ary of more than 100 students 
have been evacuated to Saigon. 
Three mortars fell in the yard. 


No serious damage has been 
done to churches and religious in- 
stitutions. 


A community of Vietnamese Sis- 
ters was evacuated from the zone 
in a truck driven by a Vietnamese 
Redemptorist Brother. The next 
day the sisters were back, helping 
distribute relief. 

It is still unknown what casual- 
ties and damage were suffered on 
the far side of the creek where the 
Binh Xuyen have their headquar- 
ters. Thirteen thousand refugees 
from Phat Diem, North Vietnam, 
resettled in that area.

Rights Of Christian 
Converts In India 


Madras, India —(NC)— The 
Commission for India’s Backward 
Classes has recommended _ that 
economic position be made the| 
only yardstick for measuring back- 
wardness. ‘This. recommendation 
supports the right of millions 
of Christian converts to en- 
joy the ameliorative 
sponsored by the government for 
these classes. 

The recommendation cuts across | 
state government rulings that only} 
Hindus can be considered as mem- 
bers of the Harijan or backward) 
class. It urged that all who are 
in a specific income group be 
classified as members of the back- 
ward classes, irrespective of their 
religion. 

The recommendation, if adopted 
would make Christian converts 
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signed to Masses which would 
have been said on this day were 
it not for the fact that they are 
“outranked” by the Mass which 
is actually being said. Hence- 
forth there can never be more 
than two of these commemora- 
tions at any Mass.

C.P.A. President Speaker 
‘Get Religious News Straight’ 
Secular Press Writers Advised 


Dayton, O0.—(NC)—Newswriters 
representing the leading daily 
newspapers and news magazines 
of the country were urged here 
to keep in mind their “inescapable 
responsibility to God Who is truth” 
—when reporting on sacred things 
of religion. 


This advice “to get religious 
news straight” was voiced in an 
address by Charles J. McNeill, 
president of the Catholic Press As- 
sociation, at the closing luncheon 
meeting of the Religious News- 
writers Association convention. 


Mr. McNeill, general manager of 
Geo. A. Pflaum, Publisher, Inc., 
Catholic classroom periodical pub- 
lishers, spoke from a background 
of over 15 years of experience in 


newspaper work. 


“I know the pressure of a 
deadline — whether daily or 
weekly. I know, too, how attrac- 
tive is the temptation to stress 
the sensational when the signifi- 
cant may seem altogether too 
dull; how easy it is to sacrifice 
accuracy to speed; to slough off 
the important in favor of the 
interesque; to surrender ade- 
quacy to space limitations. 

“And still, I beg of you, in hand- 

ling religious news, to set your 
sights on the significant rather 
than the sensational; to deal with 
what’s important even if you have 
to pitch some interesting tidbit 
into the wastebasket; to give a 
story adequate treatment or to skip 
it. And mainly, I beg you to get it 
straight.” 
’ Citing the regular appearance of 
religious information in the nor- 
mal news columns of the public 
press as “a sign of a growing 
awareness of the importance of re- 
ligion in the life of the individual, 
the community, the nation, and the 
world,” Mr. McNeill gave credit 
to the religious newswriters for 
this “significant progress.” 

The CPA president said: 

“Sometimes we tend, out of 
an overly zealous interest in 
reader appeal, to over-simplify 
and over-popularize many things 
—religion included, It seems to 
me important to remember that 
religion is serious and tough and 
true stuff—not a namby-pamby 
source of ‘inspiration’ or ‘solace.’ 
Religion is the whole system of 
beliefs and practices having to 
do with the relations of man the 
creature with God his creator. 
Its aim is to give God the rever- 
ence and worship that are His 
due, and in the process to lead 
men to eternal salvation. 

“What a man believes will large- 
ly determine his attitudes, and his 
attitudes will contro] his actions. 
The truly religious man knows 
what he believes; has definite atti- 
tudes about right and wrong; 
knows his rights and his responsi- 
bilities; acts in accord with what 
. Saewe to be true and right and 

us 


“RELIGION makes news, and 


that news has a proper place in 


your publications. I have talked at 
some length about the distribu- 
tion and the influence of the Cath- 
olic Press. What the Catholic Press 
does with Catholic news doesn’t at 
all exhaust the possibilities. Reli- 
gion, as One of the most important 
factors in Society and certainly the 
most important thing for every in- 
dividual person, has a_ rightful 
place in every publication of gen- 
eral interest. The specifically re- 
ligious publication and the public 
press surely do not preclude each 
other. They should supplement 
each other, and actually they can 
co-operate in many ways.”
